state, said that a tornado struck five 
miles north of the city at 4:00 o'clock 
this afternoon. It was the third tor- 
nado to hit that part of the state 
in 24 hours, 


The present storm develsped in the 
upper Mississippi valley nearly a 
week ago Storm conditions steadily 
increased until last Wednesday night, 
when winds of hurricane velocity 
were reported in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin. 


The rainfall broke records in many 
localities and in regions of Minne- 
sota flogd conditions have prevailed. 
Throughout Wisconsin for nearly -a 
week railroad traffic has been para- 
lyzed and farms inundated. 

The storm that struck Chicago to- 
day was accompanied by a wind that 
reached a velocity .of 52 miles an 
hour. ‘Trees were torm yp by their 
roots and ‘buildings unreofed. 

A cleudburst flooded down town 
Chicago. 


A dispatch from Euclaire, : 


. The extent of the property damage 
and loss of life will not be accurately 
‘knewn until wire communication is 
resumed throughout smaller commu- 
nities in the middle west. A woman 
was killed near Gander, Iowa. Six 
were killed in Wisconsin and five 
lost their lives in Ilinois.

NEW HIGHWAY 


The first step toward extension of 
the Skyline boulevard from Oakland 
north to Berkelcy and Richmond was 
taken when the board of supervisors 
instructed the distri¢t attorney te 
prepare resolutions declaring East 
Euclid avenue, Berkeley, 
highway. 

The action was taken on motion 
of Supervisor Redmond C, Staats of 
Berkeley. Staats explained that the 
Skyline boulevard extension as now 
planned by the county would run 
from the Tunnel road north to the 
old’ Fish Ranch: road, around Grizzly 
Peak, through Strawberry Canyon 
and connect with East Euclid avenue 
at its southern terminus. 

The streets to be included in the 
county highway are East Euclid 
avenue and Vance street, a_ short 
street from ithe East Bay Water com- 
pany property north to Spruce strect. 
The resolutions will affect about one 
and cne-half miles of thoroughfare. 

‘When the resolutions are adopted 
by the supervisors, tSaats said, it 
will ‘tbe necessary for the Berkeley 
city council to ratify the action, 
after which the streets will officially 
be a part of the county highway 
system.

If this country were as advanced in its conception of man’s

But we are too jealous of our individual rights so far in our 
course toward the earthly paradise, to treat our criminals, our in- 
sane and our cripples with the biological severity with which we 
sterilize a bad ear of corn or a scrub breed of cattle. 

The law offers a Chicago judge two recourses to meet the de- 
cision he has before him in the Franks case. He can sentence the 
murderers to life imprisonment, or to death. By executing these 
two boys, the world would rid itself of a present and potential 
danger. To give them life imprisonment would mean that in a not 
excessive time—for they are young—they would be back in society, 
with a chance to pour the poisoned life stream into the veins of 
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which wealth grafted onto our system of jurisprudence in the Harry 
K. Thaw case. It is conceivable that a’ man may be mentally ir- 
responsible. He may be legally sane or legally insane. If he does 
not prove mentat irresponsibility before he accepts the mandate of 
society for murderers, he should not have it after. 

It is in science and not in law, that the solution of crime lies. 
The law leans over backward in its protection of the criminal, who 
instantly upon being accused, becomes a sort of haloed horror, but 
deserving and getting the adoration of a great crowd of crooked- 
thinking humanity, ranging from the greedy criminal attorney to 
the mush-hearted criminologist:
